Summer ( 8 ) 
inspires her 
mum’s 10k 
charity 


AT the age of 14 
months, Summer 
Kansiray from 
Ogmore Vale was 
diagnosed with a 
Wilms’ tumour, a 
rare type of 
cancer, in her left 
kidney. 


She endured six 
months of treatment at 
Cardiff’s University 
Hospital of Wales, 
before having the organ 
removed in a bid to 
eliminate the cancer. 

Unfortunately, 
Summer then relapsed 
and the cancer returned 
in her right kidney six 
weeks later, which also 
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had to be taken out. 

Summer then spent 
over two and a half 
years on a dialysis 
machine at home, which 
carried out the function 
the kidneys would have 
played. She received 
treatment for up to 14 
hours every night, and 
was only allowed to 
drink 240ml of water 
every 24 hours. 

In 2012, when she 
was four years old, 
Summer and her mother 
Joanne received the 
news they had been 
waiting for - an organ 
was available for 
Summer and she 
received a kidney 
transplant. 

Shortly after the 
kidney transplant 
operation, doctors 
noticed that Summer’s 
body was fighting to 
reject the foreign kidney 
and advised that the 
four-year-old begin 
taking 

immuno suppre s si ve 
medication, to help 
prevent her body from 
rejecting the new kidney 
any further. 

After months of 
treatment in hospital, 
Summer was finally 
discharged and was sent 
home to recover with her 
family. 

However, in August 
2015, Summer’s 
transplanted organ 
unexpectedly failed, and 
now at the age of eight, 
Summer is back on 
dialysis once again. She 
is currently receiving 
peritoneal dialysis 
treatment, which her 
mother, Joanne carries 
out for her at home for 
11 hours, seven nights a 
week. 

Summer is now 
waiting patiently to go 
back onto the waiting 
list and the search for a 
donor continues.

WHEN Chris 
Elmore MP for 
Ogmore met 

campaigners and 
nurses from the 
Cancer Research 
charity’s Cancer 
Awareness 
Roadshow, he 
learned that more 
than four in ten 
cancer cases in the 
UK could be 
prevented each 
year, with smoking

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My first week 
as the new boy 
In Parliament

I WISH to thank all 
residents who 
chose to elect me as 
their MP on May 5, 
there is no greater 
privilege than to 
represent the many 
communities that 
make up the 
Ogmore 
Constituency in 
Parliament. 

To those who did not 
vote for me or didn’t 
vote at all, I hope in the 
months and years ahead 
to earn your support and 
trust. 

The process that 
follows after being 
elected an MP can be 
confusing, tiring, 
challenging and 

frustrating. Simple 
things can become 
incredibly complicated 
and despite any MP’s 
eagerness to get on with 
representing their 
constituents, the 

administrative 
processes, the reliance 
on IT systems and 
complexity of learning 
the ways of the House of 
Commons can, in the 
first few weeks, hinder 
your goal of serving 
your constituents 
immediately following 
your election.

It is hoped that the end result, next 
year, will be a book which, thanks to 
the grant from the HLF, will ensure a 
free copy can be made available to all 
residents of Colwinston. 

Commenting on the award, Geoff 
Bates, the Colwinston Community 
Council chairman, said: “We are 
delighted to have received the support 
of the HLF and are confident the 
project will produce a fascinating and 
personal record of past and present life 
in this rural community.”

Vicky wins the ‘Italia Bombshell’ 
title and now plans to campaign 
for national charity foundation

A Barry woman 
who recently won 
the ‘Italia 

Bombshell’ pageant 
title is using the 
award as a means of 
publicising a cause 
close to her heart. 

Vicky Lang (32) a 
mum-of-two with Italian 
ancestry through her 
father, landed the title at 
a glamorous event in 
Derby in April. 

Later this year she will 
take part in the Miss 
International Bombshell 
competition in Gibraltar. 
The Bombshell event 
doesn’t have some of the 
restrictions placed on 
competitors in other 
pageants relating to age, 
motherhood, height, or 
dress size. 

Vicky, who has 
survived three brain 
tumours, is now keen to 
publicise the work of the 
Maria Hanson 

Foundation whose 
mission is ‘to make 
special memories for 
families with uncertain 
futures’. 

Vicky said: “The 


foundation is celebrating 
its 10th anniversary and 
helps terminally ill 
children to go on holiday. 
It is also helping war 
veterans.” 

At the age of just 20 
Vicky had to contend 
with two huge 
challenges: being the 
wife of a soldier sent to 
Iraq and suffering serious 
health problems (later 
diagnosed as brain 
tumours). 

“My husband was in 
the army and when he 
served in Iraq I went to 
live in Germany. I was 
taken poorly with ear 
infections. The doctors 
thought I was suffering 
from depression. 

“Then the tumour 
ruptured and I lost the 


use of my legs and 
couldn’t speak. I was in 
hospital for nine 
months.” 

Fortunately, Vicky 
received excellent care in 
the hospital in Germany, 
but that wasn’t the end of 
her trials. She went on to 
suffer meningitis too - 
the infection had moved 
from her ear, to the brain 
and on to the spine. 

While she was in 
Germany there was little 
support for wives whose 
husbands had been sent 
to war. The family even 
had to fork out to help 
her husband with his kit. 

Vicky was pleased last 
week that the Chilcot 
Report shed light on the 
failings of people who 
led Britain to war.

“The soldiers didn’t 
have the armour they 
needed and this was all 
known beforehand.” 

In the end the strain of 
war and service life led 
to the breakdown of her 
marriage. 

Vicky is keen to use 
her year as ‘Miss Italian 
Bombshell’ to publicise 
the Maria Hanson 
Foundation. 

“It is great that it is 
helping former 

servicemen who have 
suffered from post 
traumatic stress disorder 


(PTSD).” 

Despite her trials and 
tribulations, Vicky 
remains optimistic and 
still looks to the future. 

“I live every day as it 
comes. With young 
children you have to 
carry on.”

On June 3, 1940, 
Linda married David 
Saunders, and during 
their wedding 
celebrations, a trainload 
of troops just evacuated 
from Dunkirk arrived at 
Porthcawl railway 
station a short distance 
from the wedding 
reception. All of the 
remaining wedding 
food was swiftly taken 
to the troops, who also 
received many other 
useful gifts from the 
people of Porthcawl. 

After the war, Linda 
was busy looking after 
their two children, 


Jeffrey and Patricia, 
while David ran a 
greengrocer’s shop. 

As her children grew 
up, Linda became very 
active with the Save 
The Children charity 
and also enjoyed 
playing bridge. 

Family life has 
always been very 
important, and she loves 
nothing better than to 
be with her three 
grandchildren and three 
great grandchildren. 


Previous birthdays 
have always been 
celebrated to the full.

The Golf Union of 
Wales congratulates 
history-making Lydia 


HISTORY-making 
golfer Lydia Hall 
from Bridgend has 
been congratulated 
by the Golf Union 
of Wales for 
becoming the first 
woman to win a 
PGA national 
tournament against 
the men. 

Former Ladies 
European Tour winner 
Hall has been a Golf 
Development Wales 
professional ambassador 
for women’s and girls’ 
golf this year, so 
showing she could win 
the title against all the 
other club professionals 
in Wales can only help 
push that nationwide 
initiative. 

Hall won the PGA’s 
oldest tournament title in 
Tenby, becoming the 
first lady winner of the 
36 hole event, repelling 
the challenges of 
Matthew Tottey of North 
Wales golf club and 
Thomas Phillips of 
Hadley Wood in 
Hertfordshire. 

“Lydia has been a 
great help encouraging 
women and girls to take 
up golf as a sport for 
life, so we are delighted 
to add our 

congratulations on this 
great achievement,” said 
Golf Union of Wales 
development director 
Hannah McAllister. 

“She has been a key 
part of the initiative, 
thanks to both her track 
record as a ladies 
European Tour winner 
and also her work as a 
PGA professional. 

“In particular she 
played a huge part in a 
recent girls’ golf clinic at 
Pyle and Kenfig - 
hopefully the way she 
inspired girls to take up 
the game and improve 
has also helped to 
inspire Lydia.” 

Hall’s second round 
three-under-par 67 was 
the best of the 
tournament and gave her 
an overall total of two- 


under. 

Furthermore, she held 
her nerve in the closing 
stages of the Asbri Golf- 
sponsored event while 
her closest challengers 
faltered. 

Phillips three-putted 
the 16th and Tottey lost 
his chance of forcing a 
play-off when he missed 
a short putt on the 18th. 
Hall, by contrast, 
unfazed by a rare blip at 
the 15th, negotiated the 
last three holes in 
regulation. 

She attributed that to 
her experiences on the 
Ladies’ European Tour, 
not least winning the 
ISPS Handa Ladies’ 
British Masters almost 
four years ago. 

“The experience of 
nine years on tour 
helped me massively,” 
she said. “I’ve been in 
this position on tour - in 
the final group and 
leading. So I knew the 
kind of feeling I’d have, 
how to keep myself 
calm, to stay in the 
present and not think 
ahead. 

“It was quite tight 
coming down the stretch 
and I knew I had to get 
to at least two, maybe 
three-under. I made a 
silly bogey on 15 but 
kept going over the last 
three holes, so I’m 
delighted.” 

Hall also put her 
experience of many 
tussles with the scenic 
but always challenging 
course to good effect 
and added: “I know it 
very well and it’s a 
tough course. It can 
beat you up at times. 

“I kept patient and 
was not too aggressive. 
But there are some holes 
on which you need to be 
aggressive. I’ve played 


this course for many, 
many years and kind of 
knew what the 
conditions would be 
like. Even so, you still 
get nervous in the final 
round - I missed a 
couple of short putts 
yesterday but made up 
for that today.” 

Now, having held her 
nerve on the course to 
make PGA history, Hall 
faces a nervous wait for 
the outcome of exams 
that follow a change of 
direction in her golfing 
career. 

She is attached to 
Hensol Golf Academy, 
mid-Glamorgan, and has 
just completed her 
second year as a PGA 
assistant. 

“I get my year two 
results on Friday, so 
fingers crossed,” 
explained the 28-year- 
old whose father, 

Wayne, represented 
Wales at rugby union. 

“Hopefully I can start 
my third and final year 
in October. I’m learning 
a lot and really enjoying 
it. 

“I decided to join the 
PGA because our tour is 
growing and growing 
but we still haven’t got a 
tournament every single 
week yet. It gives me an 
opportunity to teach and 
I really enjoy that. It 
also gives me a balance 
in my life so I don’t 
have to think about 
playing all the time.” 

Hall, however, was 
not the only one 
savouring victory at 
Tenby - Peter Evans of 
Royal Porthcawl Golf 
Club was crowned the 
Senior Welsh National 
Champion after posting 
a two round total of 
eight-over-par.

‘Ill-informed views 
about foreigners’ 


A S the EU referendum 
and its result is the 
most important event to 
happen to the UK for 50 
years, if not longer, I feel it’s 
important to continue the 
debate. 

Mr Bradshaw in his letter (The 
GEM, July 7) repeats the canard that 
we are governed by “unelected, 
unaccountable, irremoveable (sic), 
unrecognisable politicians in 
Brussels”. 

I can only assume he did not vote 
in the last EU elections for one of the 
four Welsh MEPs who were all 
elected on the basis of proportional 
representation, so that they accurately 
reflected the voting patterns and 
percentages of the people of Wales, 
which is something that most Welsh 
MPs elected to the House of 
Commons signally failed to achieve! 

I would further assume that he has 
not been in correspondence with his 
MEPs over any of the many vital 
issues covering the environment, 
workers right’s, TTIP, or other pan- 
European issues - or, more topically 
EU wide reductions in roaming 
charges made when operators were 
forced to by our ‘unelected’ EU 
parliament to reduce them, issues that 
really matter to the living standards 
and well being of the people of the 
country. 

I have written many letters on these 
and other subjects to my elected 
MEPs and, with the exception of the 


UKIP MEP, who only wants to tell me 
to leave the EU, I’ve never failed to 
receive courteous, well presented, 
replies, just as I get from my MP 
when I write to him over UK issues. 

I would ask Mr Harris (The GEM, 
July 7) to be specific about his 
comment that: “It is the vast number 
of people who have arrived or are 
trying to arrive, illegally (his word) 
with no means of supporting 
themselves and expect to be housed 
and supported by us.” 

Ill-informed views have seen an 
increase in hate crime since the 
referendum result was announced and 
used to make guest workers the reason 
for the lack of housing, schooling and 
health services. 

One statistic to consider: since 
2010, the amount of GNP spent on the 
NHS has reduced from 9 per cent at 
the time of the 2010 election to 6 per 
cent now, which was the level it was 
when the Conservatives were kicked 
out in 1997. So who is causing the 
pressure on the NHS - incomers or 
our own ‘elected ‘ politicians? 

To those people who prate about 
‘wanting their country back’ , or 
rectifying the ‘democratic deficit’, I 
ask - have you actually been involved 
in Europe at all, or are your views 
coloured by views of ‘Johnny 
foreigner’ conjured up by Farage, 
Johnson and Gove?

I T was no 
surprise that 
Alun Cairns 
MP’s meeting last 
Friday in 
Cowbridge was so 
well attended, as so 
many of us have 
had enough of 
experts.

Seventy per cent of 
the under-25s, those 
who are most likely to

under-25s voted. 

At the meeting, we 
heard from a 
grandfather who voted 
leave because of his 
grandchildren, fearing 
that the 4 per cent of the 
population who were 
bom in other EU 
countries would 
diminish their lives. 

And yet his 
grandchildren’s 


generation are 
embracing migration 
and international 
friendships - record 
numbers of British 
people are at 
universities on the 
continent. 

It does seem that 
those who are most 
socially and 
economically active, 
and form their opinions 
from experiences, rather 
than sensationalised and 
inaccurate newspaper 
headlines, are in favour 
of EU membership. 

Numerous complaints 
about anti-EU 
newspaper headlines 
have been upheld, but 
corrections only appear 
weeks later in small 
print.

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GRASSES FOR GARDENS 


UGUST is usually 
the month when 
most of us go on 
holiday and leave our 
gardens to fend for 
themselves. 

A little thought before you go, 
and some tender loving care 
when you return, will be enough 
to make sure that you can go 
away without worrying about all 
of your hard gardening work 
going to waste. 

If you travel a fair amount, 
then it might be worth 
considering some plants that need 
slightly less watering but still 
look impressive in flower beds 
and borders, such as ornamental 
grasses. 

They provide texture, character 
and form to any garden and 
develop through the seasons, as 
bright and colourful foliage is 
joined by graceful swaying 
flower heads that last well into 
winter. 

In large borders, grasses can be 
planted in bold groups or striking 
drifts, but many varieties perform 
well in large patio pots, 
positioned where their individual 
shape and arching form can be 
fully appreciated. 

Popular grasses for pots 
include compact Blue Fescue 
Grass or taller varieties such as 
Zebra Grass. By positioning 
grasses close to paths and seating 
areas you can run your hands 
over their feathery foliage and 
flowers as you pass, and taller 
grasses such as the show stopper 


Golden Oats add movement to 
otherwise static displays. 

Ornamental grasses offer great 
value and variety and are Plants 
of the Moment in garden centres 
around the UK this month. 

For August watering and 
summer pruning are key - as the 
experts will tell you... 

August is usually one of the 
hottest months of the year - 
making watering essential. Try to 
use grey water wherever possible, 
especially as water butts may be 
running low if it has been a dry 
summer. August is traditionally 
holiday-time, so you might need 
to enlist the help of friends and 
family to look after the garden 
while you are away. 

When you are at home, take 
the time to prune summer¬ 
flowering shrubs.

HIGH summer is the best time 
to get outside and enjoy the 
garden - just remember to keep 
everything watered. However, 
Wisteria needs pruning twice a 
year, in August and again in 
January to ensure good growth 
and flowers next year. 

It’s also the ideal month to take 
cuttings of woody herbs, such as 
rosemary, sage and lavender - 
making sure you take new growth 
that hasn’t flowered this year. 

Don’t forget to trim lavender 
after it finishes flowering, to 
encourage bushy new growth in 
the spring. If you don’t prune 
them, they will look bare and 
woody next year.

THE hour of hard work is at 
hand for the owner of a spring 
meadow garden, as the flowers 
have, by now, ripened seed. 

If the skills are available, cut it 
with a scythe; otherwise, a range 
of options present themselves, 
such as the disc mower, the 
wheeled scythe and the cord 
trimmer, depending on the scale 
of the operation. 

Don’t chop it up, but cut it all 
off cleanly at the base, then let it 
lie for a few days to allow the 
insect life to return to the earth. 

Country Life 

IF you grow your own, make 
sure you water consistently, as 
irregular watering can lead to 
problems with blossom end rot 
in tomatoes, splitting of root 
vegetables and flower dropping 
in runner beans. 

Weeds can also compete with 
vegetables for water, so make 
sure you remove them regularly 
by hoeing. You can still sow 
quick maturing salad crops, such 
as summer lettuce, radish, rocket, 
sorrel, chicory and fennel in the 
south of England. 

Elsewhere, sow green manures, 
such as crimson clover and Italian 
ryegrass, to act as a soil improver 
and to cover bare areas. When 
dug in, they conserve nutrients 
and improve soil texture. 

Rooted strawberry runners can 
be planted out and it’s time to 
prune nectarines, apricots and 
peaches after they have fruited 
and plums, gages and damsons 
immediately after they have been 
harvested.

Tammy Wynette sang 
that it was hard to be a 
woman but trust me 
Tammy, it was a lot 
tougher in the 
Mabinogion days. 

I’m assuming that the 
team behind I Merlin 
don’t want the story to 
end here. The hope 
must be that a producer 
will take note and 
develop it for a longer 
run on a bigger stage, 
and I’m pleased to say 
that there is definitely 
potential here. 

The massive plus to 
this show is that once 
Blodeuwedd (played 
well by Tara Camm) 
appears, the story really 
kicks on. We are in a 
world of high drama, 


revenge, treachery and 
passion and Katherine 
Cole’s songwriting is at 
its best here. There’s a 
Les Mis quality and 
intensity to the pieces 
she writes for three or 
four voices. 

The minus to the 
show is that setting up 
Blodeuwedd’s story 
takes too long. There is 
a case for cutting a 
couple of songs. For 
instance, the five 
magicians get two 
comedy numbers in the 
show, and I think that 
‘Wild Woman Child’ - a 
rock pastiche in act 
two - worked far better 
than ‘Magic Maidens’ - 
the one in the first half. 

It would be a cruel 
cut, because the 
magicians: Iain Scott, 
Steven Evans, Michael 
Jarrod, Greg Dummer 
and Brynley Stone, are 
all very good. 

Taking the show as a 
whole, all the main 
performers get a chance 
to shine. Aled Lloyd 
Rees has a hard job 
making Llewellyn 
likeable, but his voice 
gets stronger and 
stronger as the show 
progresses. Anna-Ffion 
Cole sings the tragic 
Sioned’s songs 
beautifully, while Tara 


Camm is in turn 
charming and capricious 
as Blodeuwedd, with a 
really strong voice. 

Another strong voice 
belongs to Nico Lee 
Walters, as Gronw, 
whose appearance in act 
two sparks the real 
drama. 

There were also some 
fine vocal performances 
from Eleni Young, as 
Merlin’s daughter, who 
acts as the narrator, and 
from Eleanor Thome 
and Daniel Hill, as the 
young Sioned and 
Llewellyn. 

Finally, the show is 
called I Merlin and 
Daniel Lambert is a 
constant presence as 
Merlin, adopting a ‘70s 
rock-star look, 
commenting on the 
action, speaking with an 
impressive deep 
booming baritone, and 
sometimes in an 
unfeasibly low growl. 
On balance, I didn’t 
care for the growl. 

It would be great to 
see this show attract 
further interest. Like 
Sondheim’s Into The 
Woods, it needs plenty 
of good singers, but 
Wales is blessed in that 
regard. Further 
incarnations of I Merlin 
could be very 
interesting.

Ghostbusters reboot 
slice of summer fun 


EBOOTS 
(or remakes) 
are part and 
parcel of the 
Hollywood 
furniture - yet few 
have been met with 
quite the level of 
opposition as that 
of Ghostbusters. 

The 1984 original is 
one of the most beloved 
films of the last 50 
years or so, so when it 
was announced that 
Paul Feig (Spy, 
Bridesmaids ) was to 
helm an all-female cast, 
the internet descended 
into what the original 
film would describe as 
‘Fire and brimstone 
coming down from the 
skies! Rivers and seas 
boiling! Forty years of 
darkness! Earthquakes, 
volcanoes... The dead 
rising from the grave! 
Human sacrifice, dogs 
and cats living 
together...’ In short, the 
very essence of mass 
hysteria! 

Things weren’t 
helped by a patchy first 
trailer that made it into 
YouTube's top 20 most 
disliked videos; 
however the proof of 
the pudding is in the 
tasting - and 
Ghostbusters is ready to 
be tasted. 

It tells the story of 
Erin Gilbert (Kristen 
Wiig) and Abby Yates 
(Melissa McCarthy), 
who write a book that 
suggests that ghosts are 
real. A few years later, 
Gilbert lands a 
prestigious teaching 
position at Columbia 
University, but when 
her book resurfaces she 
is laughed out of the 
university. 

However, when 
ghosts invade 
Manhattan, Gilbert 
reunites with Yates and 
they team up with 
Jillian Holtzmann (Kate 
McKinnon) and subway 
worker Patty Tolan 
(Leslie Jones) to battle 
a mysterious demon 
known as Rowan (Neil 
Casey) who can 
exercise control over 
human forms... 

This may shock you, 
but internet fans aren’t 
always right. Though 
they may bang their 
keyboards in fury and 
(un)righteous anger, 
what they think is best 


is very rarely what 
actually is best (Snakes 
On A Plane a prime 
example). 

So it may be 
frustrating for these 
keyboard warriors that 
Ghostbusters isn’t the 
horrific, disastrous 
monstrosity that they 
were hoping for - in 
fact it’s a quite 
serviceable action 
comedy that has many 
good points, and only a 
few bad ones. 

While the shadow of 
the original hangs 
heavy over proceedings 
(not helped by the use 
of Ray Parker Jr’s 
addictive theme tune at 
the start), once it 
spreads its wings and 
starts to fly it really 
soars. 

The least appealing 
thing about the film, 
ironically, is the nods 
and winks to the 
Ghost(buster)s of film s 
past; while a neat touch 
of nostalgia and a tip of 
the hat, it also feels 
redundant having 
created a new universe 
- and will no doubt be 
used as a stick to beat 
and chastise the 
filmmakers with across 
social media for those 
who have been against 
this film from the start. 

But there is so much 
more that is appealing 
about the film that 
outweighs the minor 
frustrations; the cast are 
superb, parlaying their 
chemistry into 
something that makes 
you engage with them 
and all have their 
moments to shine. 

The standout turns 
come from Kate 
McKinnon’s Holtzmann 
(an unhinged and crazy 
genius) and Chris 
Hemsworth’s Kevin, the 
team’s muscly yet 
brain-dead receptionist. 
Hemsworth’s touch for 
comedy is superb and 
here he threatens to nab 
the film away from his 
co-stars at every turn, 
however the team’s 
dynamic makes for a 
hugely satisfying watch. 

There are also clever 
little nods to the film’s 
somewhat contentious 
gestation, with several 
references to the 
internet hate directed at 
Feig and the cast, 
notably when the 
videos of the team’s 
bustin’ exploits are met 



with derision online - 
“You shouldn’t be 
reading this stuff, it’s 
just a list of what crazy 
people write in the 
middle of the night 
online”. 

The villain of the 
piece, Neil Casey’s 
Rowan, is a creepy set¬ 
up that lacks any 
further exploration, 
which is a shame but 
luckily the film pivots 
on the mayhem he 
creates rather than the 
character itself, the 
results of which are 
both clever and well- 
realised. 

Director Paul Feig 
has shown that he has a 
far broader palette than 
merely comedy, as 
evidenced by last year’s 
Spy, and here he

manages to balance the 
funny and the action 
incredibly well. The 
former no doubt 
requires tight 
marshalling given the 
cast’s ability for 
improv, and while not 
every line is a zinger, 
it’s still more than 
humorous enough, 
while the latter is 
tremendously well 
done, the ghost-packed 
climax stunningly 
realised, even if it does 
lack real stakes or bite. 

It’s hard not to be 
won over by the film’s 
energy and likeability, 
retaining the original 
film’s sense of fun and 
excitement - but, most 
importantly, 
Ghostbusters creates its 
own rules and sets up 
its own universe to 
make it stand on its 
own two feet. Looks 
like the internet was 
wrong again... 

VERDICT-A 
satisfyingly enjoyable 
burst of blockbuster 
fun, Ghostbusters is a 
really entertaining 
watch. The cast are all 
strong, Paul Feig’s 
direction impressive, 
and while nods to the 
original grate slightly, 
its ability to fend for 
itself makes it well 
worth your time. 
Recommended.

cardiomyopathy, a hole 
in the heart and other 
heart-related conditions.

PORTHCAWL HEALTH 
CENTRE: ‘THE FACTS’

the potential for 
legal challenge of a 
proposed new 
medical centre in 
Porthcawl. 

Having access to 
good health services in 
Porthcawl is important 
to us all. I have been 
working closely with 
ABMU along with 
Coun Norah Clarke for 
Nottage and Coun 
Michael Clarke for Rest 
Bay, where they are 
concerned and working 
hard to ensure that 
appropriate transport is 
available to ensure that 
residents can 

conveniently get to the 
new site. 

We would like to 
share some facts which 
may help MrGaynorto 
understand why there is 
a “groundswell of 
support” across 

Porthcawl and the 
potential risks to future 
health provision in 
Porthcawl. 

Mr Gaynor states 
that ABMU comments 
regarding their long 
term fruitless land 
search are “palpably 
false’. This is nonsense 
and closer examination 
of the facts will 
demonstrate this. 

Facts: 

1. ABMU has been 

trying for 10 years to 
invest £3.5m in 
upgrading and 

expanding the range of 
community based 
health services 

available for residents 
now and in the future. 

2. Readers may have 


heard of the ‘Porthcawl 
Regeneration and the 
Owners (Evans) 

Agreement’. This is a 
legal agreement entered 
into some 10 years ago 
by Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) and two 
landowners to build 
1,300 houses along the 
seafront land from 
Dock Street right over 
Sandy Bay to Trecco 
and share the proceeds. 

It runs to nearly 96 
acres, and takes in 
every square yard of 
land and blade of grass 
from the back of 
Hillsborough Place, 
skirting around the 
immediate perimeter of 
the Portway Surgery 
takes part of Griffin 
Park and then all the 
way along behind New 
Road school through to 
Trecco. 

3. The problem this 
causes is that the 
current Portway surgery 
site is blighted because 
ABMU cannot get 
permission to access 
adjoining land from 
BCBC to expand their 
current or build a new 
health centre there 
because adjacent land is 
committed to the 
Owners’ development 
contract. 

4. If you then look 
around Porthcawl for 
any other land available 
there is none; every 
square yard is blighted 
by the land agreement. 

5. If the proposed site 

is not developed, then 
Porthcawl will not have 
adequate health 

provision for residents. 
The current Portway 
surgery services some 
14,000 patients and Dr 
Eales 2,500 both very 
close to capacity which 
would mean turning 


away new patients. 

6. If the new site 
does not go ahead, there 
will come a time when 
Dr Eales retires, so both 
new patients and Dr 
Eales’ patients will 
have to transfer to 
health provision outside 
Porthcawl in Comelly 
or further afield. 

The comment in your 
article referring to a 
BCBC spokesman is 
highly misleading 
where the reference to 
“The applicant chose to 
focus on this site due to 
the urgent need to 
provide improved 
health services in 
Porthcawl”. I 

understand ABMU has 
been talking to BCBC 
for over 10 years and I 
refer readers back to the 
landlocked 96 acres 
across Porthcawl. 

ABMU is focusing 
on the Mallards Reach 
site because if it does 
not, then there is a risk 
to any future health 
service in Porthcawl. 

Part of the reason 
that the car parking 
provision was changed 
is because BCBC 
planners in discussion 
with ABMU considered 
the number of parking 
spaces required for the 
size of the proposed 
health centre. 

Following this, a 
modified parking plan 
was submitted, which 
included securing 
offsite parking 

provision for staff and 
reducing the size of the 
development and not 
making all the services 
they had planned 
available. 

Mr Gaynor is quite 
right that the ‘Globe 
option’ has some 
drawbacks. ABMU 
submitted a plan to 


develop part of the 
green opposite to 
accommodate parking 
but BCBC turned that 
down as it may need the 
space for future 
development of the 
land opposite. It will be 
developed in the end, so 
why not include it in the 
health centre plan? 

In our discussions 
with ABMU and the 
practice lead, we have 
found them very

UNDER the heading 
‘Cheers Bring Shame’ 
this is what I had to say 
about the Ystrad Hunt 
point-to-point, which 
was held in the Vale of 
Glamorgan.

Portugal break our hearts... but the future 
is brighter than ever for Welsh football 




HE mood in 
the 

aftermath of 
Wales' Euro 2016 
semi-final defeat to 
eventual winners 
Portugal was best 
summed up by a 
fan leaving the 


Stade de Lyon that 
evening - “I 
couldn't be happier 
if we'd won the 
game.” 

It's a statement that 
goes against the grain a 
little bit; after all 
football fans and 
players are programmed 


to view defeats in this 
manner with anger, 
frustration and sadness 
- yet the only tears on 
display would certainly 
have been ones of joy 
and pride rather than 
disappointment and 


recrimination. 

It nails the reason 
why Wales have been 
such a breath of fresh 
air in this tournament, 
and off the pitch; the 
early 'happy-to-be-there' 
mentality disguised a 
steely resolve in the 
playing squad and 
management that we 
weren't purely there to 
make up the numbers, 
that we weren't a team 
benefitting from 
UEFA's largesse in 
increasing the size of 
the competition. 

Prior to the 

tournament Wales were 
accused of being 'Bale 
+ 10', a 'one-man team', 
and while the Real 
Madrid star makes a 
huge difference to the 
team, it was inspiring to 
see players step up to 
the plate and deliver 
when they needed to. 

The likes of Hal 
Robson Kanu, Joe Allen 
and Aaron Ramsey all 
came of age in this 
tournament and took 
control when teams 
denied Bale the space 
needed to work his 
magic. 

As the tournament 
wore on there was the 
palpable sense that 
maybe, just maybe, we 
could be in the running 
to lift the trophy, and 
after that 3-1 win over 
Belgium that belief 
dribbled its way down 
to the supporters. 

Of course, Portugal 
put the spanner in the 
works, but neither the 
players nor the manager 
himself allowed 
themselves to be 
downhearted; 
disappointed perhaps, 
that Portugal's nous and 
game management 
ultimately proved to be 


the decisive factor, but 
that comes with 
experience and this 
Welsh team, already 
having built a 
remarkably powerful 
chemistry and team 
ethic, now have that 
under their belt. 

As Chris Coleman 
remarked after the 
game: “As much as I've 
told them that they 
should be proud of 
themselves, the nation 
is proud of them, they're 
still devastated. That 
speaks volumes for 
them and they'll get 
stronger from this 
experience. I always 
thought that whenever 
the time was to bow out 
it would hurt, but I 
didn't expect it to hurt 
this much. It was just 
one game too far for 
us.” 

Gareth Bale, who 
worked hard to try and 
get the team back into 
the game, said: “We 
fought until the last 
second and we are sorry 
we couldn't get to the 
final, but we gave it 
everything. It's been an 
amazing journey. We 
look forward to the 
future.” 

Bale’s excitement at 
what the future holds 
should be shared by 
everyone; after all, this 
success can be a 
springboard to even 
more success and, 
hopefully, qualification 
for the 2018 World Cup 
in Russia. 

The road to Russia 
begins on September 4 
at home to Moldova, 
and with a group that 
sees Wales also pitted 
against the Republic of 
Ireland, Austria, Serbia 
and Georgia, hopes are 
high that having 
banished the hoodoo of 
qualifying for a major 
tournament with such 


force, their first 
qualification for a 
World Cup in 60 years 
is more than achievable; 
there is the caveat that 
this will likely be Chris 
Coleman's last 
qualifying campaign as 
manager, but hopefully 
he'll be signing off in 
Russia rather than 
before a Wales-less 
tournament begins. 

What is interesting is 
where those qualifying 
games will be played. 
With interest in the 
national team at an all- 
time high, there is a 
suggestion that games 
will be moved to the 
Principality Stadium; 
while it may be 
tempting to the FAW to 
monetise this goodwill, 
it would be, in my 
opinion, a foolhardy 
step. 

The Cardiff City 
Stadium has become a 
fortress for this team, 
and a full house of 
33,000 would be far 
more intimidating for 
away sides than 50,000 
(at best) in the 
Principality Stadium. 

Add into that the 
players themselves 
expressing their 
preference for the CCS, 
and it seems a no- 
brainer to keep the 
games in the smaller 
(but far more suitable) 
stadium. 

Success also creates 
money, and having 
made a profit of just 
£20,000 last year, now 
the FAW return home 
from France with £14.5 
million in their back 
pocket. What is pivotal 
now is for this money to 
be reinvested not just in 
the national team, but 


all age groups of the 
national set-up and in 
coaching and grassroots 
football. 

In 2014, Wales had 
277 A-licence coaches 
and 66 Pro-licence 
coaches; with the 
money earned from 
these Euro exploits, the 
ability to roll out even 
more schemes to engage 
those wanting to coach 
can only be a good 
thing, while creating the 
right environment for 
youngsters to learn the 
fundamentals of the 
game should also be 
high on the list of 
priorities. 

The achievements of 
the team in France are a 
foundation on which so 
much can be built, both 
on and off the field, and 
the future of Welsh 
football is brighter than 
it's ever been. 

Often our national 


football team in this 
country feels 
marginalised by the 
achievements of those 
who play with the oval 
ball, their Grand Slams 
and Six Nations titles 
overshadowing a team 
who have all too often 
battled bravely but 
come up short. 

The achievements of 
this group of players 
will go a long way to 
even up that disparity - 
only the coldest of 
hearts would fail to be 
moved and engaged by 
what this squad has 
accomplished in France, 
and most excitingly of 
all, the potential of what 
it can achieve in the 
future. 

We've been Together, 
Stronger throughout this 
entire campaign - let's 
hope we stay that way 
and look towards a 
brighter future for
